GERMAN PRAI3ES LLOYD-GEORGE 


William Ilton, an inmate of the Hos¬ 
pital for Incurables at Heidelberg. Aus¬ 
tralia, after being paralyzed, blind, 
deaf and dumb for twenty-five years, 
has suddenly recovered his faculties. 


Believes Insurance Will be Beneficial 
to England, as it Has Been to 
Germany 

Berlin, Germany.—Doctor Kaufman, 
president of the imperial insurance de¬ 
partment, has Just given his views 
regarding the betterment ot national 
and social conditions In England, 
which may be expected from the new 
Insurance laws, which recently came 
Into force. The president was care¬ 
ful to explain that he only spoke from 
his knowledge of German conditions, 
but that he expected analogous results 
in England. 

There will be, thinks Doctor Kauf¬ 
man, an enormous reduction In poor 
law expenditure, in consequence of the 
insurance laws. Thrift will be sup¬ 
ported and nourished, and in millions 
of cases created. It la a mistake to 
suppose that insurance will kill a de¬ 
sire to better one's conditions. In 
Germany insurance has implanted 
courage - to face the future. It will, 
also be so in England. 

Secondly, Insurance will result In 
the freeing of the people from their 
greatest fear. In consequence, there 
will be increased national happiness 
and higher standards of life and living. 
In Germany for example, the consump¬ 
tion per head of population of rye, 
wheat and meat, notwithstanding the 
high prices, has largely Increased, the 
deposits with savings banks have 
enormously risen, and Doctor Kauf¬ 
man believes that these Indications 
of national prosperity are mainly attri¬ 
butable to the national insurance 

Economic development, of course, 
plays its part, but this development is 
fathered by the security which In¬ 
surance In all Its branches gives to 
the workers. Reasoning by anal¬ 
ogy, similar results ma\ be expected 
in England. 

Thirdly, an improvement In the 
conditions of life of the worker means 
Improvement In the quality of work 
done by him. This may be regarded 
as an Industrial axiom. 

Fourthly, the new English law will 
affect the lower'strata of people, just 
as it has done in Germany. This 
strata hitherto were helpleds, but sick 
Insurance and old-age pensions re¬ 
move thedr most crying needs. Com¬ 
pulsion for these classes was absolute¬ 
ly necessary. In a few years will be 
witnessed a new life, new hopes and 
new ideals in these classes. 

Finally, there Is the Improvement In 
national hyetene to be expected, es¬ 
pecially In all that afreets tuberculosis 
and other national diseases; The 
hygiene Initiative .of the Insurance 
laws will be felt from the highest to 
the lowest classes In the state, but 
especially in the homes of the poor. 
In Germany the worker’s life has been 
prolonged: It will be so in England. 
Great, sanatorias will rise In all parts 
o’f the country climatically suitable, 
and the English may look forward to 
the complete stamping out of certain 
diseases which have hitherto ravaged 
the nation. 

In conclusion, this high German of¬ 
ficial said the act at first would prob 
ably not run smoothly, but with pa¬ 
tience it will become an essential and 
indispensable part of the social life of 
the English people.

He declared immorality as one of the 
mosUpTBlifle causes of poverty and di¬ 
vided the reasons for people becoming 
dependent on others by the following 
percentages: 

Intemperance, 21; Inefficiency, oft¬ 
en congenital. 22; Improvidence, .16^ 
shiftleesneas. 15; Immorality, 13t Stu¬ 
pidity. 7; Ignorance, 6. In On'arlo. 
he pointed out there are 15000 In 
houses of refuge, and 7,000 receiving 
nitinlclna) aid and otherwise helped. 

Dr. Bruce Smith advocated.the seg-' 
regatlbn oj all feeble minded women 
during the'maternity period In,Indus¬ 
trial refuge* and the apol'cation of re¬ 
formatory methods to first offenders. 
He believed that a man or women 
oohvlcted threo times under the crim¬ 
inal code sholild have custodial care 
for the rest of their lives, not behind 
prison Mrs. hut with outdoor work 
where th^y would h’e self-sunportlng 
hut prcvvnted from reproducing their 
kind. He favored tn Canada an old 
nm pension system- similar to that 
which obtains In New Zealand, but 
with smv>p e'nnudmnn's The amount 
b« sneeested would be *130 a year, 
oay»Me monthlv and diminished In 
proportion to other Income or the pos¬ 
session of net unencumbered value* 
of property by.'over $500. By this 
means *- lame number would be kept 
out of houses of refuge.

Thirty- 
live. thousand men, of the army, navy 
and marine corps, were put In rea 1'- 
neee for movement. The first brigade

Memory Verse, 8.—Golden Text, 

Prov. x, 22—Commentary Prepared 

by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

Abram's going down to Egypt waa 
oertainly a mistake on "his part, for 
there wus no altar to the Lord there 
Oor any new revelation from the Lord. 
Ami Abram dishonored the Lord by 
fear and decolt and brought upon him¬ 
self the rebuke of a man of the 
world, a heathen king. By all our 
conduct we are either honoring or 
djshoiioring the Lord. magn.tying HUn 
or magnifying ouraclvea, and we would 
do well to test everything by this te«L 
He is able to take qare of His own 
people and Hie own work under all 
circumstances, and all He asks of us 
U a whole heart for Him, such au 
abiding in and separation unto Him 
that He shall not b.e hindered In work¬ 
ing out Ills good pleasure. 

When at any time', we wander away 
from the Lord the only thing to do la 
to return -as quickly as possible, for 
He Is ever calling the wandrrerrto re¬ 
turn, as In Isa. iv, 7; Jer. 111. 14, 22)t 
Hos. xlv, 1, 2. and the word of encour¬ 
agement awaits both the unsaved anil 
the saved, "Mini that cometh to Me I 
will in nowise cast out” (John vl. 37). 
It is good to see Abram back.at the 
place of the altar between Bethel and 
Hal and to hear him calling on the 
name of the laird (verses 3, 4) and to 
know that the Lord has abundantly 
pardoned him according to His word. 

It may seem strange to some to see 
Abram very rich In cattle. In silver 
and in gold (verse 2) notwithstanding 
his wanderings from the Lord, but let 
such consider their own morcles and 
say if they have not been dealt with 
in loviug kindness beyond all their de- 
Berts. Sometimes the Lord would 
draw iib back to or closer to Himself 
by His great mercies, and we have all 
and always reason to say: It Is of the 
Lord's mercies that we are not con¬ 
sumed, because His compassions fall 
not” (Lain. UJ, 22). 

Lot also was rich in flocks and 
herda, and bis herdmen and those of 
Abram could not agree.

Port Nelson Terminal for Line to Bay 

Ottawa.— H. P. Hazen, the gov¬ 
ernment harbor expert, who has been 
surveying the approaches and the har¬ 
bors at Port Nelson and Fort Church- 
111, with a view to definite selection of 
the terminal for the Hudson Bay Rail¬ 
way, which is npyy. being built north 
and eastward from Le Pas, arrived lu 
Ottawa recently. 

The question of the site of the ter¬ 
minal will be settled at once, said 
Hon.'Frank Cochrane. It Is very Im¬ 
portant that we should definitely de¬ 
cide at once upon which port will be¬ 
come the terminal of the railway that 
Is now under construction. It 1* a 
very difficult problem, aB there is 
much to be said for and against both 
Fort Churchill and Port Nelson. 

While there can be no official state¬ 
ment until after Mr. Hazen makes his 
report to the minister, and It has been 
given due 'consideration It is general¬ 
ly believed that Port Nelson iwill be 
decided upon, although there are ser¬ 
ious difficulties from an engineering 
standpoint. 

Port Nelson is closer to- the wheat, 
fields; the railway would.run through 
a better country, and t.he line would 
have lower grades. Fort Churchill 
undoubtedly has the best harbor, but 
t.he surrounding country is barren 
land and the road for some 75 m'les 
would have to run through muskeg, 
and 14 Is feared that It would be al¬ 
most Impossible to get a good road 
bed. ' 

Port Nelson also has an id p al loca¬ 
tion for a townsite, railway terminal 
and docks, while the character of (he 
country at Churchill is such that it 
would he difficult to lay out a town 
and terminals.

Never Better. Says Mr. J. S. Dennis^ 
of the C.P.R. 

Montreal. —Immigration prospects 
from'Great Britain and Northern Eur¬ 
ope was never better, said Mr. J. S. 
Dennis, assistant to the president of 
the C.P.R., who arrived here from 
London. The liberal policy of dis¬ 
posing of the remainder of the com¬ 
pany’s land grant for the purposes of 
colonization has attracted the atten¬ 
tion of the British and Continental 
papers. 

It is not -possible to obtain from 
Great Britain, he aald, many agricul¬ 
tural colonists because that class is 
limited. Less than thirteen per cent, 
of the population of Great Britain and 
Ireland are engaged in agricultural 
and. if colonization is to progress a 
Targe portion of immigrants must be 
obtained from Northern Europe and 
the United States.
